YOUNG MAN SITS DOWN ON RAIL-

Falls, April 2.--Archie 
a man about 22 years of age, 
at Eddy, in company 
Hamilton, also from Eady, 
sat down on the track about a mile 
of town last night, and while 
asleep was struck by a passing train 
seriously injured.
